A FEW WORDS 

The conscious experience of the Buddha of the utter 
annihilation of the very idea of Being into the supreme Non- 
Being is in itself a great realisation, but there is still a greater 
realisation more complete and more profound. It is that of 
the Para-Brahman who includes both Being and Non-Being 
as well as transcends them, 

A spiritual negation however high and noble it may be 
does not finally satisfy the human spirit. The everlasting- No 
is ensnaring and enrapturing, grand and gratifying but lacks 
the native and positive attraction and completest satisfaction 
of the everlasting- Yes. The seeker-soul is naturally and simply 
drawn towards the eternal Being and not to the eternal Non- 
Being the void of an unintelligible Infinite. Extinction based 
on negation and renunciation, however glorified and celebrated, 
does not enjoy the status of full and vibrant freedom which 
reposes on affirmation and permanence. Impermanence by 
itself cannot explain the manifold splendour of creation; there 
is a Permanence which expresses itself in this eternal continuity 
in Time. In truth Buddha too was aware of a Permanent 
beyond but was disinclined to describe it as it was supposed 
to be supra-cosmic and ineffable. 

Buddhism by its supreme labour of philosophical intellect 
formulates to the reasoning mind the truths already discovered 
by the intuitive and spiritual experience of the earlier Rishis. 
Although it overtly rejects the synthetic findings of the 
Upanishads it is essentially rooted in their teachings of Sat 
and Asat. While the earlier seers behold the two as constituting 
the last antinomy through which they looked up to the Para- 
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Brahman, the Buddhists took them as irreconcilable opposites 
destructive of each other. Inspite of persistent denial the Vedic 
authority still gleams through Buddhism for there are passages 
in the Veda which taken by themselves in fragments seem to 
deny obliquely the existence of the Atman and ascribe 
everthing to Karma and predicate Non-Existence as the source 
of things. 

The theory of Karma as enunciated by Buddhism is 
elaborately worked out with thoroughness and perfection, and 
carries with it the working of an all-pervading ordered Energy. 
But it implies inevitably a golden chain of inflexible determinism 
that is disastrous to the innate geathess of the Spirit for it is 
the soul that carries the seed of creation, and by its realisation 
alone that one can go beyond all bondage of Karma to utter 
freedom. The view that the compulsion of Karma is absolute 
and categorical in the world of birth and can be put an end 
to only by a withdrawal from birth and the cosmos may satisfy 
the logical reason but it is certainly suspect to the luminous 
integral intelligence. 

Resorting to the analytical method of reason Buddhism 
permeates the general conception of existence in the sub- 
continent and disturbs for sometime the balance of the old 
Aryan world. Out of the presence of sorrow it unnecessarily 
makes a gospel of sorrow, duhkhavada, which if indulged 
beyond a certain limit becomes a dangerous habit obstructive 
of any real spiritual progress. Also, under the influence of 
its overstated emphasis on quiescence and self-abnegation 
nearly half the subcontinent accepted spiritual passivity as the 
law of life and the rest got plunged into naked materialism. 
Nevertheless Buddhism imparted in a considerable measure the 
necessary creative impulse to Art and Thought. By its dynamic 
ethical system and spiritual method it gave a new set of values 

and a greater idealism to human living. Buddhism leaves

behind its ineffacable imprint on the social and ethical life of 
the people.
